ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - Re- 


publicans in the South are mak- 
ing major bids for office this 
summer — including some gov- 
ernorships 
which 
have been 


Democratic strongholds for as 
long as a century. 


Most are convinced that vot- 


ers will rally to conservative 
appeals, and party leaders in 
some states talk confidently of 
forging 
endurable 
two-party 


systems. 


Republicans are planning gov- 


ernor's races in at least five 
states. They say their candi- 
dates will seek seven seats in 
the U.S. Senate, at least 45 in 
the House of Representatives 
and an undetermined number of 
lesser state and local offices. 


The resentment of adminis- 


tration policies which permitted 
Barry Goldwater to sweep five 
Deep South states in 1964 still is 
strong, but some candidates are 
careful not to align themselves 
too closely with their 1964 presi- 
dential nominee.

against the Civil Rights Act of 
1964. 


"This is not a Goldwater 


year," says Claude Kirk, a

to soft-pedal racial questions— 
"race will not be an issue," the 
Republican chairman in Missis- 
sippi states flatly — and some 
are soliciting Negro votes open- 
ly."We think a great number of 
Negroes will vote Republican," 
says National Committeeman I. 
Lee Potter of Virginia, where 
Negroes comprise 20 per cent of 
registered voters.

Brown, perhaps 
the greatest 


runner pro football has ever 
known, is calling it quits — re- 
tiring at the peak of his career. 


"I 
am leaving the Browns 


with an attitude of friendliness 
and cooperation," Brown said 
Wednesday night. "Once I re- 
turn to Cleveland I'll do every- 
thing I can to help the Browns 
— other than playing." 


Brown was scheduled to make 


the formal announcement in a 
press conference in London to- 
day. 
The

learned of his plans Wednesday 
night, 
as

the Cleveland 


Plain Dealer. 


The 
30-year-old, 
230-pound 


fullback for Cleveland's Nation- 
al Football League team is in 
England making a movie. His 
decision 
had been hinted for 


some time. 


Owner Art 
Modell had told 


Brown he expected the fullback 
to be in Hiram, Ohio when the 
veterns report to Coach Blanton 
Collier for training this week, 
and had threatened him with a 
fine if he did not report. The 
movie Brown is playing in is not 
expected to be finished until late 
September. 


"I had intended to play this 


year," said Brown, who still has 
a year to go on a reported $60,- 
000-a-year contract. "My origi- 
nal reason for coming back was 
because 
Art 
wanted me to. 


Then, when it was pointed out 
by Art my reporting late put the 
team in an awkward position, 
my original reason for returning 
wasn't there any longer. 


"Each day I kept hoping I 


could call Art and give him a 
date when the picture would be 
completed. 
But nobody knew. 


We still don't know." 


Will he reconsider, once the 


picture is finished? 


"No," Brown said."Thisdeci- 


sion is final. I'm no longer 
preparing mentally for football. 
I'm committing myself to other 
things. I'm not going to play 
again." 


In his nine-year pro career 


the former Syracuse All-Ameri- 
ca carried the ball 2,359 times 
and gained a total of 12,312 
yards for an average of 5.2 
yards per carry.

Tumor Growth Rate 


No Malignancy Sign 
#

When you have a tumor 


the first thing your doctor 
tries to find out is whether it 
is benign or malignant. In 
general, benign tumors, which 
include cysts or hollow tu- 
mors filled with fluid and sol- 
id tumors, feel spongy or rub- 
bery. M a l i g n a n t tumors, 
which include all forms of 
cancer, have a stony hardness. 


The rate of growth of a tu- 


mor rarely helps to place it in 
the benign or malignant class 
but. although a benign tumor 
may attain a great size, it 
never extends beyond the tis- 
sue capsule that separates it 
from other organs. A malig- 
nant tumor, on the other 
hand, even when it is still 
quite small may be found on 
microscopic examination to 
have invaded the tissue of an 
organ adjacent to the one in 
which it started. That is one 
reason your doctor likes to 
take a small piece (biopsy 
s p e c i m e n ! for microscopic 
study. 


Another reason for a biopsy 


is that a trained pathologist 
can often 
differentiate be- 


tween the cells in a benign tu- 
mor which look like normal 
cells of the affected organ 
and malignant cells which are 
abnormal even for the organ 
of their origin. 


Cancers have another un- 


fortunate characteristic—they 
metastasize. By that we mean 
that a few cancer cells may 
break away from the original 
or primary tumor, enter the 
blood or lymph stream and 
come to rest in a remote part 
of the body where they pro- 
ceed to form one or more sec- 
ondary malignant t u m o r s . 
That is why so often when a 
cancer is removed there is a 
recurrence 
within 
a 
few 


months or a few years. 


Only when your doctor is 


sure of the nature of a tumor 
can he advise whether an op- 
eration is n e c e s s a r y and 
whether or not it should be 
done without delay.

for the traditional taxes upon 
property. You hear it said that 
a sales tax is the essence of 


Cjustice because "it collects from 


people who pay practically no 
other tax." 
That was a valid

No Profit in 
Some Long 
Term Bonds 


NEW 
YORK 
(AP) - 
If 


you' re in a position to lend mon- 
ey to the U.S. Treasury on a 
short-term basis, you can reap a 
record reward. But if you hold 
some long-term U.S. Treasury 
bonds and must sell them, you'll 
have to take the lowest price in 
more than 40 years. 


Few individuals are in such a 


position since the Treasury's 
marketable bills and bonds are 
mostly sold in large bundles to 
financial institutions or to the 
government's 
other agencies. 


Individuals usually invest in an 
entirely 
different government 


security, U.S. Savings Bonds, 
which aren't marketable. 


But this week the price of 


long-term U.S. Treasury bonds 
fell to the lowest level since the 
1920s. The yield on short-term 
Treasury bills rose to a record 
high. And to the financial and 
business community this spelled 
tight money, and maybe still 
tighter. 


The bond prices fell because 


interest rates in general are 
high and rising. Since the bonds 
have fixed-interest rates, the 
only way a buyer can get a re- 
turn in line with what he can 
reap from a host of competing 
forms of investment is to pay 
the holder of the bonds consid 
erable less than their par value. 
And if their par value was $1,- 
000, 
most of them were being 


sold at $910 or less in the open 
market. 


The Treasury's 13-week bills, 


auctioned off Monday, brought 
an average return to investors 
of 4.876 per cent, a record for 
this form of government bor- 
rowing. The Treasury sold $1.3 
billion of them. 


The average yield on its 26- 


week issue was 4.999 per cent, 
up smartly from last week but 
still under the record of 5.099 
per cent set in January 1960. 


The price of bonds and the 


yield of bills is important just 
now because of the turmoil in 
the stock market, the scramble 
for mortgage funds, the rush of 
corporations to borrow from the 
banks, and the generally rising 
cost of borrowing for both busi- 
ness and consumers. 


The stock market watches the 


price of bonds because it shows 
what yields investors can get if 
they shop around. High yields in 
the bond markets call attention 
to the lower returns stock buy- 
buy stocks 
and helps send 


prices 
down, or keep them 


down. 


Rising 
interest 
rates 
and 


yields — whether it's for gov- 
ernment bonds or bank time 
deposits — tend to drain money 
away from the mortgage mar- 
ket. This makes it harder to find 
some one to finance the pur- 
chase of a new home, and sends 
the charges on new mortgages 


When bond prices drop, banks 


holding government bonds in 
their reserves are less likely to 
sell them to raise cash to lend to 
businessmen wanting loans to 
meet current expenses or to ex- 
pand. 


And the record yields on U.S. 


Treasury bills are just another 
example of how tight money is, 
how interest rates are trending, 
and how much it is going to cost 
anyone to borrow. 


Affected are consumers seek- 


ing ordinary loans for purchases 
or to meet current bills, or busi- 
nessmen, or governments at all 
lepels.
